Some Americans seem to fear that a dras­ 
tic New York stock market decline, parallel­ 
ing that of 1929 and the early 1930s, could 
have disastrous effects on the American 
economy, perhaps stifling it under a great 
depression. The possibility seems remote. 
In 1929 the stock market tail was in the 
position of wagging the dog because vir­ 
tually everyone was in it, from clerks to mil­ 
lionaires. The drastic decline had an over­ 
whelming impact on mass psychology. 
Now the tail is smaller and the dog has 
grown. The stock market is only an inci­ 
dent in the nation’s gigantic economy. It 
might reflect J»ad news but could hardly be 
the cause of the bad news. The country is 
too big and dynamic to succumb to disaster 
based on an incidental operation. 
The federal government is in virtual con­ 
trol of monetary and credit policy, including 
operations of the stock market. In the un­ 
likely event of depression the stock market 
would be in the position of the flea crossing 
the bridge with the elephant. When they 
got to the other side the flea said, “Boy, 
we sure made ’er shake, didn't we?” 


A Prosperous People 


Federal Reserve Board, after taking a 
comprehensive glance at the economy, says 
there is a general feeling of prosperity and 
confidence in business conditions for the re­ 
mainder of the year is growing. 
The public feels well off financially, antici­ 
pates increased income, and will increase its 
expenditures for houses, furniture and ap­ 
pliances. 
Tenth annual report of the board, just 
made public, is full of percentage figures, 
used in comparisons between business vol­ 
ume last year and anticipated volume this 
year.

A week ago Monday the State Department said it 
was sending the Yalta papers — on the wartime 
Roosevelt-Churchill Stalin meetings — to six con 
gressional committees and the Democratic and 
Republican leaders in both houses.

Twenty-four copies were tp be sent. Nevertheless, 
Secretary Dulles’ press officer Henry Suyden said 
the papers cotildn’t be released publicly because they 
involved national security. 
If a member of Congress did “leak” the Yalta 
papers, of course, the State Department could say 
it wasn’t responsible. But if Dulles didn’t think of 
this, George did. Backed by other Democrats, he 
refused to accept the papers. 
Dulles then changed his mind. Instead of sending 
the papers to Congress, he said they would be avail­ 
able for inspection on request. 
On Tuesday Dulles said the papers would not be 
made public for some time, perhaps not for months. 
Tuesday night someone, presumably in the State 
Department, which had the papers, “leaked” them 
to a newspaper. 
When word of this got around Washington the 
next day, Wednesday, Dulles released the papers 
publicly. 
Last Sunday, answering a question on a TV pro­ 
gram*, George made his suggestion about Eisen­ 
hower meeting with the heads of the other big pow­ 
ers On Monday and Tuesday administration spokes­ 
men made a series of statements which seemed to 
say both yes and no to George’s proposal.

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State Income. 
Spending Both 
I p In Year 


WASHINGTON UP—State income 
rose last year, but spending by 
state governments rose more, the 
Census Bureau said Tuesday. 
The report, based on finances of : 
the first 26 states for which fig­ 
ures have been compiled, 
was 
mainly for fiscal years w h i c h 
ended half way through 1954. In-1 
diana was included. 
The preliminary survey indicat­ 
ed that total state income rose to 
something like 19 billion dollars 
last year, a billion higher than the 
year before, the Census Bureau 
said. 
At the same time, however, the 
26-state figures indicated, accord­ 
ing to the Census Bureau, that 
spending by the 48 states last year 
rose by I Vi billion to a level of 
about 18^ billion dollars. 
Thus, altogether spending rose 
half again as fast as income in­ 
creased, the states altogether ap­ 
parently still had their spending 
well within their income. 
About a third of the spending 
of the 26 states for which figures 
were available was for current 
operations of state governments, 
while another third was paid out as 
grants to local governments. The 
rest went for capital outlays, in­ 
terest on debt, assistance and sub­ 
sidies and insurance benefits. 
Washington’s per capita taxes of 
$110 53 were highest, Kentucky’s 
$46.59 were lowest, and Indiana’s 
$69 13 came closest to the average 
of $69.02. 
In the spending field, total gen­ 
eral expenditures of $164 74 per 
man. woman and child in the state 
of Washington topped the 26 states, 
while Illinois* per capita spending 
of $72.13 was lowest. The $99 68 
spent by Iowa was nearest the 26- 
state average of $97.62.

ior Chamber of Commerce. 
Those who yield to special-intcr- 
est groups to send form letters to 
lawmakers, would be surprised to 
have seen how many members of 


the state legislature never read the 
missives. 
On several instances, 
this correspondent has seen Hoos­ 
ier lawmakers turn over a pile of 
telegrams to the boys and girls 
acting as Pages to let them dis­ 
pose of the communications.

great difference between his po­ 
sition and George’s v iews.

Eisenhower also dealt with these 
other matters: 
Cease-fire — In response to a 
question, the President said he 
knows of no particular new effort 
— either by this gov ernment cli-1 
redly or through the British — to 
negotiate a cease-fire in the For­ 
mosa Strait. 
The President added, howev er, 
that the British do hav e diplomatic 
relations with the Chinese Commu­ 
nist regime. 
The British, he said, alway s rep 
resenting the U. S. point of v iew in 
dealing with the Peiping gov ern­ 
ment. He added that any worth­ 
while proposals alway s will re­ 
ceiv e sy mpathetic consideration. 
Foreign 
Trade 
— 
Eisenhower 
said he considers his program to 
encourage foreign trade by easing 
tariffs to be one of the most crit­ 
ical issues before the American 
people today . He made that re­ 
mark when asked whether he in­ 
tends to fight for that program 
which has been approv ed by the 
House but still faces rough going 
in the Senate.

To Get W orse, Say s

INDIANAPOLIS 
—A prediction 
that the Indiana teacher shortage 
will get worse in the nex t few 
y ears was included in the results 
of a surv ey compiled today by the 
office of Wilbur Young, superin­ 
tendent of public education. 
The study disclosed that the out­ 
look is for an unchanged number 
of teacher graduates in 1956, ’57 
and ’58 , compared with an antici­ 
pated continued increase in school 
enrollments. The report said that 
“ Consequently staffing the schools 
of Indiana will become more diffi­ 
cult in the y ears ahead.” 
The surv ey also showed the num­ 
ber of new teachers employ ed last 
y ear was about twice the number 
of 1954 teaching graduates from 
Indiana colleges and some three 
times the number of graduates who 
actually accepted teaching jobs. 
Former teachers who returned to 
their jobs accounted for the dif­ 
ference.

After the regular weekly meet 
ing of GGP leaders with the Pres­ 
ident, Sen. Knowland (R-Calif) told 
newsmen 
that 
Eisenhower 
still 
feels: 
1. There must be some specific 
ev idence of Sov iet good faith be­ 
fore he would be willing to meet 
with Russia’s Premier Bulganin 
2. Such a conference should not 
take place in any ev ent until after 
the Paris agreements hav e been 
ratified. The agreements prov ide 
for arming West Germany . 
Knowland. the Senate GOP floor 
leader, 
and 
House 
Republican 
Leader Martin (Mass) reported the 
President 
is 
opposed 
on 
these 
grounds to the proposal by Sen. 
George (D-Ga), chairman of the 
Senate Foreign Relations Commit­ 
tee, for a top lev el conference of 
the major powers as soon as pos­ 
sible. 
Knowland said the George pro­ 
posal was discussed at the Presi­ 
dent’s session with the GOP lead­ 
ers. 
Eisenhower has made it clear re­ 
peatedly , Knowland added, that he 
feels there should be no meeting of 
the heads of state of the major 
powers until the Sov iet gov ernment 
shows 
“ by 
deeds 
rather 
than 
words” that it is sin cere ab o u t 
try ing to ease international ten­ 
sions. 
Knowland recalled that Eisen­ 
hower has said sev eral times that 
the Sov iet gov ernment could dem­ 
onstrate good faith by such steps 
as agreement on an Austrian peace 
treaty , 
unification 
of 
Germany , 
and unification of Korea. 
So far, Knowland added, “ there 
has been no indication on the part 
of the Sov iet gov ernment” of any 
willingness to take such steps. 
Knowland 
said 
he wanted 
to 
make it clear that the President 
and the rest of the administration 
feel George has ev ery right to his 
opinion. 
But George’s position, Knowland 
declared, “ is not the v iew of the 
gov ernment at this time.” 
A newsman told Knowland that 
the senator seemed to be suggest­ 
ing that the President might be 
thinking about a top lev el confer­ 
ence sometime in the future. 
Knowland replied he had not 
meant to conv ey that impression

Midi School Boys Build School 


By MANFRED HENTSCHEL 
AP Newsfeatures 
SOLTAU, Germany — For more 
than six months there were no 
lessons in drawing and design in 
Soltau’s secondary school — in­ 
stead, the pupils constructed an 
additional school building. 
The 
107 - foot - long 
bungalow, 
which contains four modern class­ 
rooms and a central heating room, 
did not cost a single pfennig of 
public funds. The project is unique 
in 
West 
German 
states 
which, 
without exception, are troubled by 
a severe school building shortage. 
Under the direction of a few 
skilled workers — all of them 
volunteers — three or four dozen 
boys built up the walls, fixed the 
roof and laid the floor. 
Today, a small oak sign is nail­ 
ed above the entrance: “We help­ 
ed ourselves.** 
“ And it was great fun doing it,” 
says Klaus Leven, 12, lyoungest of 
the 
bricklaying 
students. 
“We 
spent many evenings and spare 
hours on the building site, and 
there wasn't a 
single accident. 
But the whole thing wouldn’t have 
I come off without Herr Bartos — 
he is our drawing teacher. He is 
grand.” 
Florian Bartos. 46. initiated the 
project in 1953. and in May last 
year started evacuation work with 
his boys — only to get entangled 
with local red tape. Soltau author­ 
ities were skeptical, for the plan, 
if carried out by a private con­ 
tractor, would cost $18,500. 
Fearing that the project would 
fail and they would have to pay to 
finish 
it, 
city 
authorities 
even 
threatened 
to 
take 
disciplinary 
action against Bartos. 
But the 
stout, balding teacher convinced 
them that: 
1. Actual building costs would, 
at a maximum, reach $7,140. 
2. This amount would be guaran­ 
teed by the pupils* parents. 
3. Hundreds of citizens would 
share the burden once construc­ 
tion started. 
Bartos was right. Soon aper the 
boys set to work, local business­ 
men and artisans gave a hand 
“One 
evening, 
a 
70-year-old 
pensioned carpenter appeared on 
the >cene, took his coat off and 
showed us how to rafter the ceil­ 
ings 
We didn’t even know 
his 
name,” says Hermann Mennenga, 


17, the oldest of the pupils. 
Friedhelm 
Menke, 
15, brought 
his father Wilhelm, 54, along to 
install two flower windows. 
Wil­ 
helm Renken, the school's beadle, 
did most of the plumbing after 
regular working hours. Local bus­ 
inessmen delivered gratis window 
glass, wood, water pipes and loud­ 
speakers to be installed in the 
classrooms. 
Friedrich Boden, 44, 
a local architect and alumnus of 
the school, 
supervised the con- J 
struction work as a hobby. 
Only $4,280 was spent, mainly 
for raw materials. 
This will be 
repaid by the pupils’ parents over 
a period of several years.

Synthetic Sewing 


By DOROTHY ROE 
Associated Press Women’s Editor 
With all the new synthetics ap­ 
pearing on the market, the aver­ 
age woman is becoming an expert 
on fabrics and fibers, blends and 
construction. 
However, while most women ap­ 
preciate the advantages of man­ 
made fabrics, such as their quick- 
drying, easy-to-iron qualities, ma­ 
ny 
home 
seamstresses 
haven’t 
mastered the finer points of sew­ 
ing with synthetics. 
Local sewing center experts sug­ 
gest that ifs a good idea to learn 
the tricks involved in stitching syn­ 
thetic fabrics, and offer a few 
down-to-earfh tips. 
There are four basic points to 
remember in sewing synthetics, 
and these concern the machine 
stitch, the tension, the pressure 
and 
the 
equipment 
— 
needle, 
thread, scissors and pins. 
As a rule, the machine stitch 
should be shorter when stitching 
synthetics, especially those of firm 
weave. The tension should be light­ 
er than usual, and the presser foot 
also should exert a lighter pres­ 
sure. 
Most synthetic fabris, such as 
nylon, 
offer 
considerable 
resis­ 
tance to the needle. Therefore it 
is wise to use a small needle, No. 
9 or ll, very sharp scissors and 
sharp pins such as those made es­ 
pecially 
for 
fine 
dressmaking. 
Thread selection, too, is important, 
for while mercerized thread may 
be used on some synthetics, there 
are 
nylon 
and 
dacron 
threads 
which have been developed speci­ 
fically for certain fabrics, and now 


are available in a range of colors 
A new monocord nylon thread is 
superior to ordinary twisted nylon 
thread for some purposes. It offers 
greater resistance to abrasion, it 
does not snarl and the ends don’t 
unravel. Also, since it is slightly 
translucent, it has unique color 
blending qualities. 
For instance, 
a white monocord nylon thread 
can be used for sewing on any j 
pastel shade. 
Even though your synthetic fab­ 
rics may be labeled “no pressing,” 
remember that seams and con­ 
struction details must be steam- 
pressed as you sew, just as in 
other fabrics. 
For further free instructions on 
stitching with synthetics, and de­ 
tailed information concerning the 
properties of nylon, Dacron, Orlon, 
dynel, vicara and acrilan, send 
stamped, self-addressed envelope 
to: Stitching with Synthetics, Box 
415, Grand Central Postoffice, New 
York 17, New York.
